1.  Whosoever  shall  shoot  in,  or  keep  any  Gun,  Dag,  Pistoll,  Crosbow, 
Or  Stonebow,  or  shall  carry  in  his  journey  any  Gunne,  Dag,  or  Pistol 
charged,  or  Bow  bent,  but  in  time  of  War,  or  to  or  from  Musters,  ex- 
cept he  have  in  his  own  or  wives  right  100  I.  per  annum  in  Lands,  Tene- 
ments. Feesj  Annuities,  or  Offrfies,  shall  forfeit  for  every  offence  ten 
pound  to  the  King  and  Informer. 

2.  Whosoever  shall  shoot  in,  carry,  keep,  use,  or  hand  any  Gun  but 
such  as  in  stock  and  in  gunne  shall  be  a  yard,  long;  or  in  any  Hagge, 
Demi-hake,  Dag,  or  Pistoll,  not  being  three  quarters  of  a  yard  long, 
shall  forfeit  for  every  offence  10Z.

being  lawfully  convicted,  suffer  death  as  a  Felon,  and'  not  have  the 
benefit  of  Clergy. 

2.  Whosoever  shall  undertake  by  Witchcraft,  Inchantment,  Charme,  or 
Sorcery,  to  tell  in  what  place  any  Treasure  of  Gold  or  Silver  may'  be 
found;  or  to  the  intent  to  provoke  any  person  to  unlawfull  Love,  or  to  im- 
pare,  or  destroy  any  persons  goods  or  cattle,  or  to  hurt  any  person  in 
body,  although  the  same  were  not  effected,  shall  for  the  first  offence 
suffer  Imprisonment  by  the  space  of  one  whole  year  without  Bail,  and 
once  every  quarter  of  the  said  year  shall  in  some  Market-Town  on  the 
Market  or  Fair  day,  stand  openly  on  the  Pillory  by  the  space  of  six 
houres,  and  there  openly  confess  his  fault  and  offence.

Tea  were 
used  in  England,  at  a  cost  of  $15  per  pound.  In  1846,  Great  Britain 
and  her  dependencies  consumed  fifty  two  millions  of  pounds  of  Tea,  at 
a  price  varying  from  $1,00  to  $3,00.

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Spirits. 

To  give  a  fall  history  of  Spirits,  begotten,  raised,  educated,  and  des- 
tinated,  in  the  celestial  world,  would  require  the  'memory'  and  'experi- 
ence' we  left  there  when  we  chose  to  take  our  mission  for  this  world. — 
But  little  has  ever  been  revealed  on  the  subject.  The  common  occur- 
rences of  life  teach  us  however,  that  spirits  had  knowledge  in  the  elder 
world:  whether  human  or  not  human.  The  wisdom  of  God  is  plainly 
manifest  in  his  creations:  so  that  a"life-gi\ing  power'5  animating  man, 
beast,  fowl,  fish,  reptile,  and  insect,  "spreads  undivided,  and  operates 
unspent"  from  age  to  age.  And  when  we  read  that  Jesus  Christ  was 
with  the  Father,  in  the  beginning,  and  came  down  from  the  rather,  and 
was  begotten  of  the  Father,  and  born  of  a  woman,  like  ourselves,  and 
raised  up  among  his  brethren:  suffered  in  the  flesh  as  mortal,  was  buried 
and  arose  on  the  third  day  in  newness  of  life,  we  certainly  have  one 
chain  of  evidence,  that  spirits  had  an  existence  with  God  in  another 
world. 

Again,  when  we  observe  among  all  nation?,  kindreds  and  tongues, 
two  self  evident  principles  prevailing;  the  one,  in  all  cases,  actuating 
its  subject  to  do  unto  others  as  it  would  wish  others  to  do  unto  it;  and 
the  other  secretly  and  openly  taking  an  undue  advantage,  wc  are  com- 
pelled to  know  that  there  are  two  kinds  of  spirits — good  and  bad — liv- 
ing together  on  the  earth.  And  so,  also,  may  be  observed  among  the 
animal  creation,  a  species  of  self  will,  called,  ''instinct  "  developing 
itself  to  sustain  life,  giving  wise  men  proof  of  what  was  known  in  the 
spirit  world. 

Bat  the  grand  question  is,  how  shall  we  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  spirits,seeing  there  are  such  a  variety,  and  that  they  manifest  them- 
selves in  a  multiplicity  of  ways?  The  rul  en  by  Jesus  Christ  is 
this: — "He  that  prayeth  whose  spirit  is  contrite,  the  same  is  accepted 
of  me,  if  he  obey  mine  ordinan  iat  speaketh  whose  spirit  is  con- 
trite, whose  language  is  meek,  me  is  of  God,  if  he 
obey  mine  ordinances.  And  again,  he  that  trembles  under  my  power, 
!  ha  I  i  be  made  strong,  and  h  fruits  of  praise,  and  wisdom, 
According  to  the  revelations  ana  truths  which  I  have  given  you.  And 
•■gain,  he  that  is  overcome  and  brina  even  accord- 
log  to  this  pattern,  is  not  of  me.  ,  jrn  ye  shall 
(.now  the  spirits  in  all  cases  under  the  whole  1. 

The  question  being  thus  settled  beyond  controvei  y,  all  honest  men 
6an  judge  the  tree  by  its  fruit:  and  the  "anointed  of  the  Lord,"  when- 
ever they  judge  a  spirit,  professing  to  have  obej  ed  'mine  ordinances,'  will 
require  the  tokens  that  the  watching  angels  require  at  the  passes  from 
this  world  to  the  next. 

But  to  open  the  subject  under  consideration,  plainer  to  the  compre- 
hension of  all,  let  it  be  known  that  ail  spirits  in  their  "first  estate," 
have  their  agency  the  same  as  they  have  in  their  second,  or  temporal 
probation.  For  it  is  written,  that  "Adam  was  tempted  of  the  devil, 
for  behold  the  devil  was  before  Adam,  for  he  [the  devil]  rebelled  against 
me,  [Jesus]  saying,  '(.Jive  me  thine  honor,'  which  is  my  power:  and  also 
a  third  part  of  the  hosts  of  heaven  turned  he  away  from  me  [Jesus]  be-

He  exhibits  the  plan 
of  what  is  to  be  in  the  next  state  of  existence,  and  then  gives  the  can- 
didates for  exaltation  and  glory,  permission  to  go  upon  their  agency 
and  do  the  best  they  can-  under  the  holy  order  of  the  priesthood, — if 
they  obey  his  ordinances.  And  so  the  spirits,  anxious  to  imitate  their 
Father,  and  inherit  a  kingdom,  come  down  to  earth  and  take  a  body  of 
flesh,  that  through  obedience  according  to  his  ordinances,  (after  death) 
the  spirit  and  the  body  may  be  raised,  incorruptible,  a  soul  for  exalt- 
ation. 

There  is  one  thing  still  farther  in  relation  to  the  spirits  before  they 
come  into  the  flesh,  and  that  is,  that  they  have  a  body  and  live  by  sus- 
tenance, the  same  as  mortals:  for  Jesus  said  to  the  brother  of  Jared: 
"Behold,  this  body,  which  you  now  beh  Id,  is  the  body  of  my  spirit;  and 
man  have  I  created  after  the  body  of  my  spirit;  and  even  as  I  appear 
unto  thee  to  be  inspirit,  will  I  appear  unto  my  people  in  the  flesh."  And 
again,  when  this  same  Jesus,  long  afterwards,  visited  Abraham,  he  kill- 
ed a  calf  and  made  cake--,  and  he  did  eat  with  the  old  patriarch,  in 
company  with  others,  and  blessed  Sarah  at  ninety  years,  to  bring  forth 
Isaac.  So  it  seems  that  Jesus  Christ  had  a  body  and  lived  by  eating 
before  he  was  born  of  Mary.  And  more  than  this,  he  had  a  Father  and 
Mother  in  heaven:  for  in  the  forty-fifth  Psalm  (literally  from  the  He- 
brew) is  read  these  sublime  sentences: —  ''Thy  throne  (is  as)  the  Gods 
of  eternity;  and  the  eternal  rod  of  justice  (is)  the  rod  of  thy  kingdom. 
Thou  lovedst  righteousness  and  hatedst  wickedness,  therefore  the  Gods 
with  thy  God  anoint  thee  with  the  oil  of  joy  over  thy  household, — 
Myrrh,  aloes,  and  cassia  for  all  thy  garments  from  palaces  of  ivory  are 
bestowed  to  gladden  thee.  The  daughters  of  kin^s  stand  among  thy 
honorable  wives:  the  Queen  on  the  right  hand  in  gems  of  ophir." 

So  reads  a  portion  of  the  blessing  of  the  King  and  Queen  of  heaven, 
upon  their  Son,  before  he  came  down,  upon  his  mission  to  Idumea,  or 
the  world.  And  as  he  makes  his  brethren,  who  come  and  take  a,  body 
of  flesh,  "ecpial  with  him  in  power  and  glory,"  they  must  receive  the 
same  blessings  in  the  spirit  world  before  they  come. 

One  idea  further:  Good  angels  and  spirits  never  leave  the  realms  of 
glory  without  permission  or  commission;  and  when  they  arrive  on  the* 
earth,  the  first  salutation  is,  (if  an  anjel)  lam  Michael:  I  am  Gabriel; 
or  I  am  one  of  thy  fellow  servants  the  prophets — worship  God.  No 
clairvovance;  no  mesmerism:  no  spiritual  ranping:  nor  no  making  medi- 
cine.    No,  they  come  like  a  God,  and  act  like  a  God. 

But  the  free  thinker  naturallv  inquires,  from  whence  come  the  evil 
spirits?  The  worhl  is  troubled  with  many.  We  answer:  we  have  already 
given  a  clue  to  that  question.  "A  third  part  of  the  hosts  of  heaven" 
went  on  their  agency,  after  Satan;  and  as  neither  their  leader  nor  them- 
selves, have  the  power  to  create  a  body,  they  enter  everybody  weak 
enough  to  give   them  admission,  not  even  refusing  a  hog's,  by  scores.

and  thousands,  contrary  to  the  order  of  God,  because  by  the  fall  they 
forfeited  their  right  to  "flesh  and  exaltation."  Herein,  too,  the  power 
and  rules  of  heaven  maybe  known:  good  spirits  for  men,  never  enter 
hogs  and  form  beastly  unions;  neither  will  many  in  one,  degrade  hu- 
manity like  the  "legion"  that  Jesus  cast  out  of  one  man,  and  permit- 
ted them  to  enter  swine.
